Cap. 2. For granting to his Majelly a

W HEREAS the ancient borough of Great Yarmouth in the 
county of Noifolk, hath^ by long experience^ been found to be 
of gi eat importance^ for advancing his MojeJifs fervice and revenue^ 
and trade tn generaU <snd more efpecially the fijhery^ and for educate 
tng and employing many thoufands of Jkillful mariners and feamen : 
and whereas the inhabitants of the faid borough^ being unable to fup^ 
port the gteat and unavoidable charge of clearings repairings and 
maintaining the haven and piers belonging to the faid boroughs haves 
from time to times been aided and relieved by feveral fucceffivea^s of 
pat liament : and whereas an ad was made in the ninth year of the 
9 Geo. I. c.io. reign of his late majefty King George the Firjl ( of glorious memory ) 
whereby feveral duties were granted for clearings depthenings repair^ 
ings extendings maimainings and improving the faid haven and piers ; 
and for depthening the channel of that part of the river Yare called 
Bray don ; and for making more navigable the faid river Yare, and 
the rivers Waveney and Bisres which empty themfelves into the haven 
of the Jaidtown of Yarmouth; and for repairing the bridge and 
publick keys belonging to the faid town ; and alfo for preferving Jhips 
wintering in the fvd haven ; which ah being expireds the Jaid haven 
and piers have of late beeus and flill continue to be m fo bad a condi- 
tious °f tnoncy already expended tn and about the 

fames will prove ufelefss and the faid haven and piers inevitably fall 
foon into irreparable deiays unlefs timely and effectual provifion be 
made by parliament to prevent the dejlruilm thereof : to the end 
therefore that the faid haven and piers may be preferved and 
kept m icpair; and that the channel of that part of the rivei

heretable and moveable, real and perfonal, defcendible to heirs traitors 
or executors, junfdiftiorfs, life-ient rights, or of what "^^^nre 
or kind foever they be, in that part of Great Britain called Scot- 
landy or elfewhere, whereof any perfon or perfons, who, fince 
the twenty fourth day of Juniy in the year of our Lord one 
thoufand feven hundred and forty five, hath or have been at- 
tainted, or, before the twenty fouith day of Junoy in the year 
of our Lord one thoufand feven hundred and forty eight, (hall 
be attainted by any laws or (latutes of this realm of high treafon, 
for levying war within this realm, or for confpiring the death of

W HEREAS, during the time of the late wicked and unna- 
tural nbelliony and fmce^ a great number of perfons who had 
taken up arms^ or were otherwife engaged in the faid rebellion^ were 
by his Majejifs great vigilance and care apprehended^ feveral of 
whom have been tried and convicted' of the faid treafons^ and many 
confcious of their guilty have by their petition^ implored his Majejifs 
mercy^ upon condition of their being tranfported to fome of the Briti(h 
colonies and plant dions in America; and whereas his Majefty out 
his great clemency hath been mofi gracioujly pleafed to grant his royal 
pardon to feveral of them as well tho/e who were fo tried and con- 
viBed^ as iho fe who by their petitions have acknowledged their guilty 
and implored his Majeffs mercy as aforefaidy and others may here-

py debtors have always been dtcmed the proper objects of publick com^ 
pajfmty and by feveral a^s of parliament have been aifeharged : for 
the relief therefore of infolvent pnfoners, who (hall faithfully 
difeover, upon oath, and deliver up and affign, all their effefts 
and eftates whalfoever for the benefit of their creditors; and to 
prevent, as far as polTiblc, the many frauds and abufes, which 
in a great mcafiire have obftrufted the good ends of fuch afts, 
be it enafted, &c, 

SheriiFb and gaolers to deliver a lift of their prifoners, See, to the juftices, 

&c. Oath to be curei ed at the end ol every lift. To be kept by the clerk 
of the peace. SheiifF^ and gaolers to (ct up three or moie lifts at the en- 
ti ance into the pi ifons, Pej Tons inferted in the lifis, and prifoners, on t 
Jan. 1747. ihall be diichaiged. They are to deliver in a fchedule of their 
tftates, &c. and make oath Schedule to remain with the clerk of the 
peace, who to ailign the ctf^fts to the aflignecs, to be divided among the 
Cl editors. Ailignees ot copyhold eftates to agree with the lord ot the 
ni inor.

trades : many of whicS, the wars being now ended, would willingly

, for default of payment of any fuch fines and fums of money ^ which ought 
fo to be paidj fuch forfeitures and penalties Jhould accrue and become 
duty and it Jhould be lawful for his Majefty^ his heirs and fucceffors^ 
and for all perfons by him or them appointed^ or who Jhould be then 
owners of the faid ejlaies^ to ufe and take all fuch ways and means for 
recovering ana taking advantage of the fold forfeitures and penalties ^

rrw// ^ Great Britain, to all intents, eonjlruttions, andpurpojes 
whatfo^r ; but it was by the faid ait provided, and further declared 
and enabled. That nothing in the faid recited abi of the feventh year of 
her faid late Majejlfs reign, or in that abl contained, did or Jhould 
extend, or might to be conjlrued, adjudged, or taken to extend, to 
make any children, bory or to be born out of the legiance of the crown 
of England, or of the crown o£ Great Britain, to be natural-born 
Juhjebls of the crown of England, or of Great Britain, whofe fa- 
thers, at the birth of fuch children refpeblively, were or flmldbe at^^ 
tainted of high treafon, by judgment, outlawry, or otherwife, either 
in this kingdom or in Ireland ; or whoje fathers, at the time of the 
birth of fuch children refpeblively, by any law or laws made in this 
kingdom, or in Ireland^ were or Jhould be licble to the penalties of 
high treafon or felony, in cafe of their returning into this kingdom, or 
into Ireland, without t}je licence of his Majejly, his heirs orjuccejfors, 
or of any of his Majejifs royal predecejfors-, or whofe fathers, at the 
time of the birth of fuch children refpeblively^ were or Jhould be in the 
abiuaifervice of any foreign prince or Jlate then in enmity with the crown 
^England, Great Britain; but that all fuch children were, and 

Jhould be and remain, in the fame fate, plight, and condition, to all 
intents, corjlrubiions, and purpofes whatfoever, as they would have 
been in, if the faid abl of the feventh year of her faid late Majejlfs 
reign, or that abl^ had never been made, as by the faid two laf -men- 
tioned abls of parliament may more fully appear : and whereas the 
faid James Bartholomew Radcliffc, commonly called lord Kennaird, 
hath made a moft dutiful reprefentation to your Majefy ; wherein, 
after having fet forth the feveral limitations contained in the faid 
Jettlement of the twenty fourjth of June, one theufand feven hundred 
and twelve, and the fajcral attainders of the J'aid earl of 

Derwentwater, and Cnarlcs Radcliffe his father, and his, being the 
firjl fon of the body of the faid Charles Radcliffe, and the feveral 
abis of parliament herein before-recited, relating to the Jaid forfeited 
ijiates, and that, by virtue thereof, the faid manors, lands,, and he» 
reditaments, comprized in the fatd lajl-mentioned fettlemcnt, became 
•defied in your Majejly, your heirs jand JficceJJors, according to fuch 
eftates and inter ejis as the Jaid attainted perjons had therein at the 
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times mentioned in the find firjl redted adf^ be tht fiid Tames Bar.- 
tholomew RadcliiFe aid, in all humility, Jhew to your Majefiy, that 
being advifed that your Mojefifs efiate^and interyfl in toe manors, 
lands, and hereditaments, comprized in the faidjettlement, un^r the 
faid a£ls, did determine on the death of the find Charles RadcliiFe^ * 
be the faid James Bartholomew Radcliffc did well hopef^baf^ 
commimoners and governors of Greenl^ich Hofpital would have aj^^t 
mittea him to be intitled, from the time of the death ^ the faid 
^harles RadcliiFe, to the pojfejjion of the faid lafi-mmionei ma- 
nors, lands, and hereditaments, under the limitations conmin^in the ' 
faid fettlement of the twenty fourth of June, one thhmd fieven 
hundred and twelve, to the firfl and other fions of the fijB Charles 
Radcliffe in tail male ; hut that he found th( faid commtff^ners and 
governors did not look on your Majejlfs ejlate and interejt f the faid 
premies to be determined, but did conjid^ the faid right, tt^jfe, Mm, 
and intetiefi, which the James Bartholomew 'RzdzMtipretend- 
ed to under the faid fettlement of the twenty fourth day of lane, one 
thoufand [even Imndred and twelve, to be null and void, imfmuch as 
neither thetruftees for preferving the contingent remainders under the 
faid fettlement, nor any other perfon for or on the behalf of the firjl 
and rother fins of the faid Charles RadcJifie, had made any claim 
before the commijfmers appointed by the faid recited aSls of the firfl 
and fount years of his late Majefty^for the determining claims as 
aforefaid: and the yiid James Bartholomew Radcliffe did alfo Jhew 
^to your Majefiy, that he found it might be objebled to him, that, as 
he was bom within the dominions of the French King, in the year 
one thoufand feven hundred and twenty five, and out of your Majejifs 
legiance, he was to be confedered as an alien, and was to be excluded 
from all right and title to the faid eftates, although he was born of 
natural-born fubjebts, as before is mentioned*, and thereupon the find 
James Bartholomew Radcliffe did moft humply reprefent it to your 
Majefiy, that if he Jbould be found to be an alien unier the faid a£l 
of the fourth year of your Majefifs reign, it could not be of any avail 
to him to litigate the quefiion touching the necejfity there was, under 
the abf of his late Mmfiy, io enter a claim in behalf of an unborn 
perfon ; and as the faid James Bartholomew Radcliffe was abfo^ 
lately unable to bear the expence of fucb a litigation, he did therefore 
fubmit to your Majejifs confederation feveral reafons and arguments 
fn fapport of his right and title to the faid efiates, and whether he 
was to be confedered as an alien, or not \ and although be was to be 
confedered as an alien, in which cafe he would be incapable to bold any 
efiate againft the crown, yet neverthelefs be did contend, that he was . 
capable for the benefit of the crown, to take fash efiate and interefe as 
was limited to him by the faid fettlemejU 5 in regard whereof, and 
of the many fingular hardfaips attending^is cafe, be did humbly be- 
feecb your Majefiy to extend your grace a^ favour to him, and to 
grant him fuch relief fer bis fapport, as the circumfiances of his cafe 
fhould require : ana whereas your Majefiy, out of your princely cle- 
mency, and from thofe motives of goodnefs ana compaffion, which 
are inherertt in your royal nature, hath been pleafed io figntfy to * 
your parliament. That yoUr Majefiy was gfacioufiy inclined, thdt 
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yome reSef Jhml^ he granted to tiff /aid James Bartholomew Rad- 
clifFe, Jo as the fame Jbould be confiftent with the Juft rights of 
Greenwich Hofpttal : and whereas the faid cmmiftteners and go^ 
vernors of the fM tofpital are advifedfthat great doubts may arifi^ 
whether upon the conftru^ion of the trsse intent of the faid a£i of 
the ftrft fear of the reign of his kte majefty King George the Firft^ 
am of the faid other a£f of the fourth year of his reign^ the ufe 
oRd^eftate in remainder limited by the faid fettlement of the 
twengjfourth day of June, one thoufani feven hundred and twelve^ 
to thrftrft ana other fons of the faid Charles Rad^liffe, was loft and 
deftroyeahij^ reafon that the fame was not claimed before the com-- 
mMonersS^t truftees appointed by the faid ait^ for and on the be- 
half offuSfirft and other fons^ within the time prefcribed the faid 
a£fs\ anjM it may alfo A? doubted^ whether the claim made in behalf 
of t\f Jmd John Kadcliffe of the precedent ufe and eftate limited to 
f>im^ anJLhe allowance thereof by the court of delegateSy in fuch man- 
ner as b^re is mentioned^ did not reveft all the manors ana heredita- 
ments comprized in the faid fettlement of one thoufand feven hun- 
dred and twelve^ to the feveral ufes limited in and by tie faid fet- 
tlcmentj with fuch remainders as therein are exprejfed: and the faid 
csmmijjioner^ and governors are alfo advifed^ Ti^t in cafe the faid a^ 
Jhoula not extend to make the faid ufe and eftate in remainder^ ftmit- 
ed by the faid fettlemesh to the firft and other fons of the food Charles 
RadcliiFe (they not being bort^or in being at the time of the faid
